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UPLAND. —Blazing out of 
control In two canyons, a fire in 
the Angelus National forest burned 
into a million-dollar experimental 
forest today and threatened to de¬ 
stroy thousands of acres of other 
valuable watershed areas in Fern 
and Cow canyqps, northwest of 
here. 

The fire, started by high tension 
wires from a power line snapped 
by a high wind early today, swept 
over Sunset Peak from San An¬ 
tonio canyon into the threatened 
areas. 

CAMPS EVACCATKD 

There was no known loss of life 
as the station of the San Dimas 
experimental forest and the Los 
Angeles county sheriffs detention 
camp No. 6 were hastily evacuated. 

More than 500 fire-fighters, in¬ 
cluding recruits from the Los 
Padres National forest and the San 
Bernardino National forest, were 
rushed to the scene, but U. S. for¬ 
estry officials said the Fern can¬ 
yon blaze had not been reached, 
and the fire sweeping both sides 
of Cow canyon had not been cir¬ 
cled. 

CAMP BALDY ESCAPES 

It was known, however, that the 
recently abandoned detention camp 
was swept by the flames. The fire 
swept several miles south of Camp 
Baldy, the mountain resort that 
was so badly damaged 
March floods.

The Caliiornia Fruit Growers 
Exchange promised today a fight 
to the finish to maintain the Caii- 
fornia-Arizona marketing agree¬ 
ment, which is temporarily in¬ 
operative bccau.se of failure of dis¬ 
tributors to agree upon prorate 
shipments. 

Speaking before 400 growers in 
Orange la.st night. General Man¬ 
ager Paul S. Armstrong declared 
if the deadlock continues: 

"We are prepared to go to ev¬ 
ery one of the 18,000 growers in 
California and Arizona and see if 
they are willing to vote or sign 
petitions to redraft the voting 
power on the distribution com¬ 
mittee and growers advisory com¬ 
mittee to give the majority their 
fair repro.sentation.” 
COMMITTEES DE.4DLOCKED 
For two weeks there has been a 
deadlock on both committees. Tiie 
exchange has four members in 
each committee, the Mutual Or¬ 
ange Di.stributor3 two and the In- 
deepndents two. It takes six 
votes for action. For the past 
two weeks, the M. O. D. and the 
Independents have banded to¬ 
gether and blocked the prorate. 

Armstrong charged that the ex¬ 
change, which markets 70 per cent 
of the crop, has only .50 per cent 
repre.sentation on the committees. 

If this deadlock continues, he 
warned, the exchange will go to 
each of the 18.00 growers in both 
states to get their approval to re¬ 
draft the voting power on the 
marketing .'igreement, 

COSTS defended 

Arm.strong a.sserted that the 
“oppo.sition is composed of those 
who profit by di.sorganization 
among growers and lack of regu¬ 
lated .shipments," 

“lliey attempt to attack our

BERLIN, tffi —Germany today 
called home her ambassador to 
Washington for a report on, “the 
queer attitude" of President 
Roosevelt and other American 
leaders toward the wave of vio¬ 
lence and restrictive measures 
against Jews in Nazi Germany. 

The summons to Ambassador 
Hans Dieckhoff was sent Just 
four days after announcement that 
United States Ambassador Hugh 
R. Wilson had been ordered home 
by President Roosevelt for report 
and consultation. 

SURPRISE FOR MANY 

The order for Dieckhoff to re¬ 
turn came as a surprise even to 
many foreigm office functionaries. 
It was Interpreted as meaning that 
foreign Minister Joachim von Rib- 
bentrop and other members of the 
cabinet have found it difficult to 
believe Dleckhoff’s cabled reports 
concerning American reaction to 
Germany’s anti-Semitism. 

DNB, the official news agency, 
said "the ambassador will infom 
the foreign minister in detail con¬ 
cerning the queer attitude toward 
events in Germany of a domestic 
nature which is apparent from 
declarations by Roosevelt and 
other authoritative personalities in 
the United States of America." 
IT’S "EIGGENARTIC” 

The DNB communique described 
the attitude of American leaders 
as "eiggenartlc,” meaning literally 
of a queer or singular nature. 
Other synonyms are strange, cu¬ 
rious, odd, quaint and eccentric. 

Officials generally had expected 
that Dieckhoff would return to 
Berlin to .report only after Wilson 
Tiad conferred -Wl t n" President 
Roosevelt.

Efforts yesterday to describe 
disputes with his wife, Frances, 
were blocked by the court. 

Tg.stifying yesterday in his own 
defense in Judge Frank Smith’s 
court, McDonald .sought to relate 
how he and his wife had argued 
over her employment by Mrs. 
Krueger as a governess. 

Judge Smith held that such tes¬ 
timony was of a ’’hearsay” na¬ 
ture and declined to admit it, Mc¬ 
Donald was permitted to tell of 
an occasion on which he said he 
.saw his wife and Mrs. Krueger to¬ 
gether in an intimate situation In 
the latter’s bedroom. His defense 
is based on an allegation that an 
unu.sual rcltionship between the 
two women caused him to lose his 
wife’s affection. 

Attorney William Bierne, rep¬ 
resenting McDonald, told the 
court "we will show Mrs. McDon¬ 
ald asked her husband to leave 
her, saying Mrs. Krueger offered 
to pay her $50 a month more if 
he would leave her to live alone 
with their baby at the Krueg"r 
home."

BOSTON. (A*)—Louis Johnson, 
assistant secretary of war, pre¬ 
dicted today that President Roose¬ 
velt would ask congress for an 
army air force of upwards of 9280 
fighting planes. 

Johnson, a key figure in the 
President’s restudy of national de¬ 
fense needs told a conference of 
New England business leaders 
sponsored by the New England 
council that "our air supremacy is 
threatened” by Europe’s advances. 

"To meet the tremendous pace 
that the rest of the world is set¬ 
ting, we must double, yes, treble 
and perhaps even quadruple our 
present air force with the best 
airplanes that can possibly be 
produced,” Johnson said.

He said that during the time the 
marketing agreement is tem¬

TOKYO, 


(A*)—Japan today re¬ 
jected all major contentions of the 
United States note of Oct. 6 pro¬ 
testing against "unwarranted In- 
terfevenee” with American rights 
in China and declared that "ideas 
and principles of the past” no 
longer appUed to the Chinese sit¬ 
uation. 

The Japanese reply, handed to 
Ambassador Joseph C. Crew, said 
in conclusion: 

“In the face of the new situa¬ 
tion any attempt to apply to the 
conditions of today and tomorrow 
the inapplicable ideas and prin¬ 
ciples of the past neither would 
contribute to the peace of east 
Asia nor solve the immediate is¬ 
sues.” 

The Japanese note, which had 
the approval of the cabinet and 
the sanction of Emperor Hiro- 
hito, declared that Japan was en¬ 
gaged in establishing a new order 
in east Asia "which is an indis¬ 
pensable condition of Japan's 


Identity of a middle-aged wom¬ 
an whose body was washed up 
near Sunset Beach Oct. 14 had 
been established today, following 
weeks of investigation by Deputy 
Sheriff James Musick. 

The woman, who Musick said 
probably was a suicide, was Miss 
Pauline Allen, 65, unemployed 
stenographer who often had ex¬ 
pressed a dread of growing old.

Her 
skull had been fractured, leading 
officers to believe at first she 
might have been murdered. 

Now it is believed she was a 
suicide, and possibly had been 
struck by a piece of driftwood as 
she waded out into the surf to¬ 
ward death. 

Weeks of investigation had 
proved futile, with dozens of pos¬ 
sible acquaintances being shown 
the woman’s picture. 

Finally Musick located Mrs. 
Annie Dodd of Pacific Palisades, 
who identified the picture a.s that 
of a woman who had roomed with 
her since her arrival from New 
Jersey last July 19. 

Miss Allen, the friend said, was 
between 50 and 55 years of age, 
a good swimmer and tennis play¬ 
er. She left Mrs. Dodd’s house 
Oct. 9, saying she intended to re¬ 
turn to the East. 

Miss Allen 'lad said on numer¬ 
ous occasions, according to Mrs. 
Dodd, that she dreaded growing 
old. She also had said "I’ll never 
grow old or be a burden on any¬ 
one.” 

The victim, Mrs. Dodd said, had 
been out of work for two years, 
and had only a collie dog for a 
friend. The dog. Miss Allen’s car 
and her clothing still have not 
been located. 

On Oct. 13, Mrs. Dodd said, .she 
got a letter from Miss Allen, 
mailed at Long Beach the day be¬ 
fore. It contained a few dollars 
b.ack rent money, and reiterated 
Miss Allen’s intention to return 
East immediately. The next day 
her bofiy was found. 

The identification was corrobo¬ 
rated, Musick said, by Miss Del- 
sie Bostwick of Hawthorne, N. J.. 
a friend, and Mrs. Inez Bailey of 
Pacific Palisades.

3 per cent Canadian excise tax 
on citrus fruit be included m pro¬ 
visions of the British and Cana¬ 
dian trade agreements announced 
last night. 

Concessions to the United 
States, granted at a time when 
the citrus industiy faces the larg¬ 
est surplus on record, also pro¬ 
vide for elimination of duties on 
canned fruit imported into the 
United Kingdom. 

FREE ENTRY PERIOD 

The new agreement with Can¬ 
ada left uncHanged the orange 
duty of 35 cents per cubic foot 
and the grapefruit duty of one- 
half cent a pound, and retained 
lemons on the free duty list. 

The period of free entry of or¬ 
anges into Canada will be from 
December through April, with 
Canada reserving the rignt to 
make the free entry period from 
January to July. Oranges entered 
free from January through April 
under the 11(36 agreement, and 
prior to that time there was no 
free period. 

The state department predicted 
that a British concession abolish¬ 
ing the 15 per cent ad valorem 
duty on canned grapefruit, grape¬ 
fruit juice and orange juice would 
cause "a considerable further ex¬ 
pansion” in sales of these prod¬ 
ucts In the British market.

WASHINGTON. (R—The three 
greatest merchant nations—Great 
Britain, Canada and the United 
States—offered one another far- 
reaching tariff reductions today in 
the expressed hope of Increasing 
foreign trade and thereby preserv¬ 
ing world peace. 

Historic commercial agreements, 
giving concessions on more than 
2250 products, were signed late 
yesterday in the mirrored east 
room of the White House. 

Federal officials estimated that 
between $1,500,000,000 and $2,000,- 
000,000 in trade is directly or indi¬ 
rectly affected by the two agree¬ 
ments. 

FAR.IIERS HELPED 

The principal concessions re¬ 
ceived by the United States from 
Great Britain were on agricultural 
products. All customs duties on 
American wheat, lard, canned 
grapefruit and some fruit juices 
were removed; duties on rice, 
apples, pears and some canned 
fruits were substantially reduced; 
the quota on American hams was 
increased; duties on ham and 
.some other pork products, corn 
and cotton were “bound,” that is, 
guaranteed to remain at the 
present rate. 

The removal of the six-cents-a- 
bushel duty on American wheat, 
officials .said, should prove a boon 
to American railroads, ports and 
shipping. C- nadian wheat, which 
formerly had to move from a 
Canadian port in order to enjoy 
preferential treatment, r.ow can 
go out through American ports.

Q. 1 am a girl, 14 years old, live 
in the country and use my bicycle 
to and from school. On which side 
of the road must I ride. One tells 
me to stay to the left and the other 
to the right. I am all confused as 
are many others at our school. 

—M. A. C. 

A. You should always ride on 
the right side of the highways. 
Just the same as all other traffic. 
Only when walking should you use 
the loft side for the reason you 
may more easily see oncoming ve¬ 
hicles and avoid being injured. 

Q. A certain bakery delivery 
truck visits house to house on our 
street and drives from one side of 
the street to the other, as well as 
backs up sometimes, a half a block, 
and often on the wrong side of the 
street. Why is this permitted? 

„ —M. C. O. 

A. Such driving is clearly in vio¬ 
lation of the law smd the owner of 
the truck or the baking company 
should be notified. They will be 
glad to cooperate because, in case 
of an accident, they would become 
involved in a serious controversy 
Q. When the entire lighting sys¬ 
tem of a car goes out of commis¬ 
sion etnd one is, as I recently was, 
25 miles from anywhere, what of¬ 
fense do I commit if I drive with¬ 
out lights?

A. The offense is one against 
your own life and safety. The law 
(ices require such a vehicle to be 
moved to a place of safety where 
it will not interfere nor endanger 
other traffic, but cannot be driven 
on the highway.

Known to the "old-timers” as 
“Wad” Johnson, he came from his 
birthplace In Sonoma county to 
Santa Ana as a lad with his par¬ 
ents In 1870, by ox team. His 
father was the first justice of the 
peace of Santa Ana township, and 
held court In his home which 
stood on the northwest comer of 
First and Main streets. 

The first school in the city was 
a private school at which “Wad” 
was a pupil. He also attended 
public school In the first building 
erected for that purpose on the 
present site of the Spurgeon Me¬ 
morial church. 

When only a small boy he did 
teaming and hauled much of the 
lumber for the homes of the 
earlier settlers from Anaheim 
Landing. He was always of a 
very quiet disposition, but was 
always progressive, and had a 
great deal to do with the upbuild¬ 
ing of the community. 

He was one of the first to farm 
on the San Joaquin ranch, and as 
such was a pioneer In the raising 
of beets and beans. He was also 
one of the first farmers to raise 
bees in this section,

Apostoli beat Solly twice, 
knocking him out the second time, 
before Solly “snuck” up on 
Hostak. In the opinion of im¬ 
partial critics, Apostoli and Cor¬ 
bett are the two best middle- 
weights in the world today, what¬ 
ever the status of tonight’s scrap. 

Corbett, 33 and a southpaw, won 
a 10-round decision from Apostoli 
in San Francisco last February, 
much to the surprise of nearly 
everybody. The betting is 5 to 9 
that there will be a different re¬ 
sult tonight, and the probability is 
that Apostoli will be declared the 
winner before the 15 rounds are 
up. 

Apostoli, younger and the hard¬ 
er hitter, has learned something 
about fighting left-handers.

It will be Corbett’s first fight 
here in some 10 years. He lost a 
decision to Sammy Baker in his 
last appearance here, and he didn’t 
like it.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn. UP )—An old 
gridiron Jinx stalked out of the 
Kentucky bluegrass today to haunt 
the Rose Bowl dreams of Tennes¬ 
see’s undefeated and untied Vol¬ 
unteers.

Ground Troops Safe 
From Bombers If 
Trenches Are Ready 


LONDON — (By Science Sery- 
ice)—Strafing of ground troops, 
and of civilians in cities, by bomb¬ 
ing, machine-gunning airplanes 
i.s of little effect if they are well 
dug in and have had time to get 
used to these menacing visita¬ 
tions from the sky. 

This is the conclusion ot The 
United Services Review, leading 
British military magazine, based 
on a study of the results of insur¬ 
gent air attack operations in 
Spain during the battle ot the 
Ebro. Only masses of troops 
caught .shelterless in the open 
can be really seyerely punished, 
by either bombs or bullets from 
the air, declares The Review, 
continuing: 

‘‘Trench bombing apparently 
docs nothing to prepare the way 
for infantry assault, a d machine- 
gunning from a low height seems 
to be equally ineffective Al¬ 
ready something like .3,000 tons 
of high explosive nave been show¬ 
ered down on the Republican 
field-works without appreciable 
result.”

New Process For 
Producing Rayon Ready 


CLEVELAND — (By Science 
Service) — A new continuou.' 
process (or the production of 
rayon, still America's fastest 
growing textile fiber, will go into 
large-scale commercial use here 
next week with the opening of a 
huge plant by the Tndu-strial 
Rayon corporation at Paines- 
ville, Ohio, 

Starting with cellulose sheets at 
the top, the process finally winds 
c o m p 1 t e 1 y finished rayon 
threads, ready for delivery to 
textile mills, on bobbins .set low 
on the floor. Differing from con¬ 
ventional procedure, the rayon 
is not spun and wound on the 
bobbins immediately after being 
formed, but is bleached, shrunk, 
prepared, dried and twisted be¬ 
fore being wound. 

Six years of research are rep¬ 
resented in the plant, built at a 
cast of $11,500,000. A pilot plant 
has been in operation successfully 
for two years. Fourteen acres of 
floor space have been provided in 
the buildings of the windowless, 
air-conditioned plant.

At just about the same time as 
Mr. Roosevelt was talking, 125 
women descended on the memorial 
site, grabbed shovels from work¬ 
men and commenced to fill up 
holes just dug. One woman posed 
for photographers, chained to one 
of the trees, to show how far she 
would go with her protest. 

The President, told that some 
women might chain themselves to 
the trees to prevent their removal, 
replied with a smile that if It hap¬ 
pened, ladies, chains and all would 
be transplanted.

It was fitting that the fiftieth anniversary should be 
held to acknowledge our indebtedness to the past. And j 
entirely appropriate that as many of those fine citizens 
of an old but sweeter day could receive homage from an 
audience largely unknown to them personally, but none 
the less thoughtful and appreciative of their accomplish¬ 
ments. 
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Hope for Success 


At President Roosevelt’s invitation. Gov.-elect Culbert 
Olson is going to Washington to discuss federal-state 
cooperation. 

Mr. Olson announces one of the first requests he will 
make of the President will be for federal aid in caring for 
the thousands of agricultural refugees who have drifted 
into California from other states. 

We believe he is quite right in putting this at the head 
of the list and in making an urgent demand for assistance 
from the national government. 

The problem is peculiar to this state. No other state 
has had such an inrush of these victims of rural displace¬ 
ment. California’s climate has made it possible for them 
to continue an existence without suffering the rigors of 
winter cold, so here they have stayed in spite of the little 
work they have found to do. 

California is not responsible for their coming, and 
cannot get rid of them. They are a phenomenon of the 
general national prostration. They should be cared for 
as such. 

It is unjust to expect this state and its counties to 
pay the entire cost of their care. Some counties are being 
driven bankrupt in the effort. Wage scales for resident 
citizens are being depressed by the presence of these 
workers who are willing to accept sub-standard pay for 
a few hours or days of labor. Health conditions are being 
menaced in some localities by presence of the squatter 
migrant camps. The whole situation is a threat to the 
well-being of the state. 

A Boost for Books 

For 20 years colleges, libraries, publishers, authors 
and others have campaigned against what they considered 
unfairly high postage rates on books. Mailing books 
costs from 7c to 15c a pound, depending upon the zone 
of delivery. 

A five-pound package of Bibles mailed from New 
York to Santa Ana, for instance, required 65c in postage. 
Five pounds of pulp-paper magazines could be sent the 
same distance for 8c. 

Now, by an executive order, I*resident Roosevelt has 
cut the domestic postage rate on books to a flat l^/^c a 
pound. The reduction applies until the end of this fiscal 
year, next June 30. 

It may surprise a good many people to discover that 
the President has, among his many powers, the power to 
change a postal rate by a stroke of his pen. 

But this change, as the President says, should stimu¬ 
late “cultural growth, education and development of the 
American people.” Bibles and other books ought to ride 
the mails as cheaply as “Sloppy Love Stories.” And so, 
even though the postoffice figures that it may lose 
$500,000 in revenue at the new book rate, we think it will 
be pretty generally agreed that in this case Mr. Roosevelt 
has used his power wisely. 


Price of Turkeys 


Indications today are that the price of Thanksgiving 
turkeys will be about two cents a pound less than last 
year. 

Californians will consume about two million pounds 
of turkey, thereby “saving” $40,000. 

That may sound fine to a lot of people, but we don’t 
like it. Although the average family may save 25 cents 
because turkeys are cheaper, the turkey producer will 
probably lose money. 

It would be sounder economics—all along the line— 
for food prices to be based on a figure that would provide 
a fair return to the man whose investment, ability and 
work produced the necessities of life. * 


NEW YORK — Mussolini has 
less right than anybody else in the 
world except Hitler to point the 
' finger of scorn at the United States 
as a land of gangsters. 

In his book “Personal History” 
Jimmy Sheean spoke of being in 
Venice in the very early days of 
fascism, living in the premises of 
a seedy old nobleman who ran 
a little gambling joint and paid 
tribute to a gang of young extor¬ 
tioners whom he called fascist!. 
The name was meaningless to a 
stranger then, but the old gambler 
explained that the fascist! were 
young hoodlums who compelled 
merchants and others to kick in, 
failing which they would be beaten 
or killed and their property de¬ 
stroyed. 

After that the fascist! came 
along to grab control of local gov¬ 
ernments, then the national gov- 
emnient, and presently to employ 
on behalf of the Italian nation the 
same psychology and methods—in 
brief gangsterism—toward other 
countries. 

IDEA FROM SICILY 

Now, to be sure, the extortion 
system is familiar to Americans. 
Hoodlums prey on shippers, mer- 
I chants and others in collusion with 
j minor politicians, and sometimes 
with the police, and destroy their 
I property, sometimes even kill 
' thorn, if they do not come through. 

But Mussolini didn’t get the idea 
' of fascism, from our gangsters, nor 
I did they get th’ir Idea from him. 
i He and our gangsters got It from 
Sicily and Naples, where gangster- 
; ism, under other names, was a 
i robust institution along toward 
j the end of the last century. 

I The Mafia was a Sicilian organ¬ 
ization which routed the regular 
police and grew so strong that it 
had the force of government. The 
poor common people submitted to 
the Mafia and placed themselves 
under its protection, and the more 
aggressive spirits became profes¬ 
sional brigands, assassins and ex¬ 
tortioners. Travel was dangerous, 
and the murder rate rose as high 
as 27 per 100,000 In our land of 
gangsters a rate of 5 per 100,000 is 
considered very deplorable, and 
that includes non-negligent man¬ 
slaughter as well.* 

V AFIA CODE 

The Sicilian Mafia had a code 
whereby persons who had been 
wronged, even unto death, consid¬ 
ered it ignoble to tell the police 
authorities, knowing that their 
comrades would avenge them. J. 
Edgar Hoover calls this the rat 
I code, but It Is really the Mafia 
code, imported from Sicily. We 
did have our close-mouthed Hat¬ 
fields and McCoys, but they were 
landlocked mountaineers and fam¬ 
ily feudists, not brigands and ex¬ 
tortioners. 

About 1890, in New Orleans, the 
Mafia got so bad that a citizens’ 

' committee broke open the jail and 
lynched eleven of them for mur- 
I dering David Hennessy, the chief 
of police, who had interfered with 
their gang. TTiis caused Interna¬ 
tional trouble, and this country 
had to pay Italy $25,000. 

FLEE TO D. S. 

Hundreds of thousands of Sicil¬ 
ians were fleeing to the United 
States to escape the terrible pov¬ 
erty and ignorance In which they 
were held at home. Most of them 
were good, hard-working people, 

; but naturally a certain proportion 
of Mafia terrorists came too. The 
inocent immigrants, by training 
and tradition, were afraid to trust 
the police, so the Mafia murdered 
and extorted at will For a long 
time they confined their opera¬ 
tions to their own frightened coun¬ 
trymen. Later they branched out, 
and native Americans of various 
racial strains extended the system 
to the general public. 

The name “gangster" Is Ameri¬ 
can, but we got the idea, the 
method, the psychology and the 
original cast from Mussolini’s own 
Sicily and Naples. In fact, it has 
been only a few years since Mus¬ 
solini himself broke up the Mafia 
a- a nuisance and disgrace to Italy. 
One mob smashed another, as often 
happens here. 

-o- 

WITHOUT PRETENSE 

One of the qualities in Theodore 
Roosevelt which did much to en¬ 
dear him to all who knew him was 
the extreme ease and naturalness 
with which he deported himself. 

One Saturday night “Teddy” 
was dressing to attend an impor- 
, tant public dinner, when he dis¬ 
covered that the dress suit he had 
sent out to be pressed had been re¬ 
turned with the wrong coat, a coat 
that was much too small for him. 
Since the tailor shop was presum¬ 
ably closed, he decided to make the 
best of it, an dsqueezed into the 
coat. All went well until Mr. 
Roosevelt arose and began to 
speak. Then as he began to ges¬ 
ticulate, the collar almost went 
over his head. 

In the midst of his speech a 
waiter came to his side with a ^x. 
It contained the missing coat. 
Without the least hesitation or 
embarrassment Mr. Roosevelt, 
begging the indulgence of his au¬ 
dience, took off the misfit coat 
and slipped on his own. When, in 
perfect self-possession, he turned 
to resume his speech, the audience 
burst into thunderous applause.— 
Christian Science Monitor.

Science News

Over 14,000,000 combinations c 
glandular activity may occur ii. 
your body. This astounding fig¬ 
ure was reached through mathe¬ 
matical calculations by Dr. R. G. 
Hoskins of the Memorial Founda- 
j tion for Neuro - Endocrine Re- 
j search at Harvard Medical School i 

The actual figure of possible 
I combinations is 14,348,607. Not ail 
j of these represent diseases, though 
many of them do. 

The combinations refer only to 
activity of the glands of internal | 
secretion, called the endocrine 
glands. ’These are the ones that 
manufacture chemicals, called hor¬ 
mones, which influence growth, 
sex and many other body activi¬ 
ties. 

There are thirteen of these : 
glands; pituitary and pineal in the I 
head; thyroid and four parathy¬ 
roids in the neck; thymus in the ; 
chest; two adrenal glands above j 
the kidneys; the Islands of Lan- 
1 gerhans in the pancreas; and two 
sex glands. At a conservative es¬ 
timate, these twelve glands pro¬ 
duce at least 15 different hor¬ 
mones. One part of the pituitary 
gland alone produces six hor¬ 
mones. 

For each hormone there is the 
possibility of a normal amount be¬ 
ing produced and also of less than 
normal or more than normal quan¬ 
tities being produced. This gives 
three conditions for one hormone 
alone. But a striking thing about 
glands and hormones is that they 
are not individualists. They act 
together, either reinforcing each 
other, or substituting for each oth¬ 
er, or interfering with each other. 
You can get diabetes, for example, 
because of something gone wrong 
in your pituitary gland as well as 
by the more usual situation of 
something b^ing wrong with the 
Islands of Langerhans in your pan¬ 
creas. 

Ail this makes trouble for the 
doctor trying to find out why you 
are sick. If one gland is concern¬ 
ed there are only three possibili¬ 
ties. If two are concerned, there 
are not six but nine possible com¬ 
binations of glanB activity. With 
three glands or hormones to con¬ 
sider, the permutations rise to 27. 
For the 15 hormones of thesb^y, 
the number of permutations rises- 
, to 14,348,907. i

The Merry-Go-Round 

By DREW PEARSON and ROBERT 8. ALLEN 


WASHINGTON.— Toughest 
problem of the army, navy and 
civil experts drafting the large 
scale national defense program to 
be submitted to the new congress 
Is to avoid “bottlenecks.” 

It was “bottlenecks” that 
wrought so much havoc with the 
British rearmament program, ty¬ 
ing production into knots and sky¬ 
rocketing prices. The two edged 
difficulty still hasn’t been solved 
by the Chamberlain government 
despite a number of cabinet chan¬ 
ges and placing big orders witli 
U. S. and Canadian manufactur¬ 
ers. 

This last expediency is out of 
the question here, first because the 
country wouldn’t stand for it, and 
second, because one basic object¬ 
ive of the armament program is to 
stimulate business and re-employ¬ 
ment. It is to be the new big 
spending plan of the administra¬ 
tion. 

Under the previous plans of 
nationwide construction of schools, 
hospitals, civil centers, armorie.s, 
highways, benefits were spread 
out more or less evenly the length 
and breadth of the country. But 
armament production is limited to 
a relatively few localities and in¬ 
dustries, such as steel, shipbuild¬ 
ing, munitions, motors, airplanes. 

Steel and motors are basic in¬ 
dustries and money spent in them 
will have wide economic effect. 
But the others are specialty indus¬ 
tries, and stimulating them will 
not spread far beyond their own 
spheres. 

How to avoid such economic 
“bottlenecks,” at the same time 
maintain a steady and rapid flow 
of material, also avoid profiteering, 
is the brain cracking conundrum 
the experts are trying to solve. 

One possible solution is being 
pushed by Assistant War Secre¬ 
tary Louis Johnson. In the secret 
deliberations he is urging a $45,- 
000,000 appropriation for so-called 
“experimental orders” for army 
goods to be given plants scattered 
all over the country. 

The last congress voted $2,000,- 
000 for this purpose. Johnson ar¬ 
gues that by greatly expanding 
this sum the military prepared¬ 
ness of a larger number of plants 
would be improved, and the eco¬ 
nomic benefits of the defense pro¬ 
gram would be more widely dis¬ 
tributed. 

FIVE PHASES 

The defense program is of far 
greater scope than is generally re¬ 
alized. It consists of five major 
phases; 

1. Expansion of the fighting 
forces and their reserves, both 
technical and combat. 

2. Great increase in both of¬ 
fensive and defensive combat 
equipment. This includes mechan¬ 
ization of the army, establishment 
of mobile and stationary anti-air¬ 
craft batteries and new naval air 
bases. 

3. Tripling of the army air corps 
and the development of a system, 
modeled after the Germans, for 
mass production of training and 
fighting planes. 

4. Adding 5,000,000 kilowatts of 
power producing facilities to the 
15 key “war material centers,” so 
that there will be sufficient juice 
for high pressure production in 
any emergency. This phase alone 
will cost over $2,500,000,000. 

5. Developing close economic, 
political and military ties with 
South America and possibly Aus¬ 
tralia and Canada. This is the 
most closely guarded and complex 
angle of the defense program, but 
definite moves already are under 


way to (‘stabli.sh such bonds. This ] 
Is the principal reason why Sec- ' 
retary Cordell Hull is goin to the 
Pan-American conference at Lima , 
jiiext month.

Roosevelt had purposely de¬ 
layed filling a number of vacan¬ 
cies open last spring and summer, 
but now the demand far exceeds i 
the supply and he is having his 
troubles explaining this to the 
boys.

j OLSON’S PROBLEM 

President Roosevelt has invited 
Governor-Elect Culbert Olson to 
the White House for a conference 
on closer cooperation between the 
federal and state governments in 
handling common problems. 

This ought to be beneficial to the 
State of California in many ways, 
for example in speeding the work 
on the Central valleys water proj¬ 
ect.

! it seems, according to Miss Chris¬ 
tiansen, that the "parasites” who 
arrived in California “for several 
I months past” not only voted, de¬ 
spite utter lack of qualifications 
to vote, but that they were instru-! 
mental In overthrowing the e.s- 
; tablished regime, 
j Miss CTiristiansen, nevertheless, 
is “neither despondent nor dis¬ 
couraged.” On the contrary, .she 
admits that "an occasional house¬ 
cleaning” could be a ble.ssing. We 
now learn what the term “occa¬ 
sional” means. It is something 
that happens about every 40 years 
— the Republicans having been in 
continuous power in California 
for more than 40 years. 

The asserted “regions of con¬ 
trolled production” are easdy 
identified. They are the wheat 
and corn states. For instance, in 
1938, by reason of controlled pro¬ 
duction, only one billion bushels 
of wheat were raised. The yearly 
I consumption of wheat by the peo¬ 
ple of this country is about 600 
million bu.shels, leaving a surplu.s 
of only 400 million bushels! If 
controlled production is abolished, 
we could have such surpluses of 
wheat that the price would again 
range between 20c and 25c at pri¬ 
mary markets—as in the summer 
and fall of 1932—so that hundreds 
of thou-sands of farmers would 
witness their toil-won acres being 
sold under foreclosures, banks 
closing, merchants failing and in¬ 
dustries lagging, on account of 
agriculture’s loss of purchasing 
power; and Miss Cihristiansen and 
other reactionary Republicans 
could again be happy, as under 
, similar circumstances in the “good 
i old days.” 

I While Miss Christiansen does 
not admit that the elected state 
. candidates in California could un¬ 
der any possibility be right on 
any subject, yet she is willing to 
"watch and pray” that they may 
be led from ways of error into 
paths that are “sane and just.” 

There are, of course, two sides 
to economic and political issues; 
but my recollection is that a year 
or more ago I sugested that Miss 
! Christiansen forego commenting 
on economic and political prob¬ 
lems, and Instead devote her tal¬ 
ents to the discussion of abstract 
questions, such as: How high is 
up? or. How grand Is opera? 
Apparently, that suggestion Is 
still appropriate.
